Before 
attempting to kill and dress poultry 
for market farmers will find it well 
worth while to get in touch with the 
nearest representative of their Pro¬ 
vincial or Federal Department of Ag¬ 
riculture, through whom a demon¬ 
stration in the proper method of kil¬ 
ling and dressing poultry may be ar¬ 
ranged.

REVERSE SIDE 

Whiie we in Alberta, are discussing j 
our competition against Irish cattle 
on the British market, Ireland is dis- j 
cussing Canada as a possible compet- j 
itor, but is not regarding us very j 
seriously. 

The Irish press reviews the ship¬ 
ments from Canada over a period of i 
years dating from the 110,156 head 
in 1925, to the drop to 405 head in 
1928. Even if Canadian shippers 
should send over 60,000 cattle to 
Great Britain, it is not considered j 
that this would have much effect on 
Irish trade. Doubt is expressed as 
to how profitable the trade would he 
to Cnnada. 

It is pointed out that the heavy-cost 
of freight is to be considered, and 
the disadvantage in the fact that the 
cattle are extremely wild though ; 
well bred. 

The fat cattle imported from On¬ 
tario in ’23 and ’24, were regarded as \ 
rather a rough class, too big for store j 
purposes but perfectly sound. 

If, for any reason the United j 
States market re-opened, Canadian ! 
cattle would be wanted immediately 
and supplies to Great Britain, in the 
opinion of the Leinster Echo, would | 
be stopped. “At present- the United j 
States has suffered badly from j 
drought. Thousands of cattle have ■ 
died for want of water, there as in 
Canada,” says the Echo. ‘These cat- j 
tie must be replaced in some way, j 
and though prices for the moment 
are down, there is every likelihood of 
an advance, which may put a stop to 
the revival of cattle exports to Bri- 1 
tain. If Canadian stores do come 
along, North of Scotland and Norfolk 
farmers will give them a preference, I 
but there is little likelihood of this 
occurring.”

Rig game and duck hunters have 
only until December 16 to enjoy them 
selves before the 1920 season closes, 
and on that date duck and geese will 
come off the open list. Charlie Hay¬ 
den publishes very interesting arti¬ 
cles in the Calgary Herald under the 
caption on Field, Forest and Stream, 
and he knows, whereof he writes. He 
soys: “Southern Alberta’s duck sea¬ 
son of three months was one of the 
poorest on record, due to the grave 
scarcity of birds. This was the result 
of drought during the past two sea¬ 
sons, a lamentable lack of feeding 
grounds being reported in practically 
every district in the province. The 
saifie drought extended into nor¬ 
thern breeding grounds, and as a re¬ 
sult the southern flights were estima¬ 
ted to 1>e less than 60 per cent, of 
previous years. While commenting 
on : the game bird situation, it is 
worth while drawing attention to the 
fact that prairie chicken appear to 
be increasing in Alberta, according 
to many repoits. The sharp-tailed 
grouse are stated to be growing more 
plentful in the foothills, and Dan 
Patton of Midnapore reports that 
this game bird is more numerous in 
that locality than it has been for the 
past ten years.”

rolling cornfields, at rare intervals 
interrupted by a scattered, lonely 
township—just a few shacks, an ag¬ 
ricultural hall and a wooden church. 
The only sound is the pleasant whirr 
of the reaper. 

I stopped off for a night at Winni¬ 
peg. It was like stepping into a 
Woolly West film. Here were au¬ 
thentic cowboy huts, and men coat¬ 
less in every kind of gay aggressive 
shirts. 

Winnipeg forty years ago was a 
haphazard collection of wooden 
shacks. I t is now a struggling, un¬ 
tidy modem town of a quarter of a 
million inhabitants. 

For all its physical changes, Win¬ 
nipeg remains spiritually the same. 
It is the law of the jungle here as 
on the wheat fields that still operate, j 
Men agree to work on the farms 
twelve and fourteen hours a day in 
harvest, or starve, equally in Winni¬ 
peg they gamble successfully on the 
grain exchange or go under. The 
competition is quite ruthless. 

The amusements reflect the pace 
at which life is lived. I was lured on 
to a mysterious contraption known 
as the “Roller Coaster.”

The' London company holds at pres¬ 
ent the entire bond issue of $2,000,- 
000 on which no interest has been 
paid by the Canadian company for 
three years. The liabilities of the 
company would now total approxi¬ 
mately $2,600,000. A tentative offer 
has Been made the second preferred 
shareholders by Spillers of London 
to sell the entire mill, property and 
tangible assets to them for $1,300,- 
000, 0 r approximately 50 cents on the 
dollar. 

It is the opinion of the committee 
of the second preferred shareholders 
that the offer of .Spillers be accepted, 
otherwise the entire investment of 
these shareholders will be wiped out 
on the granting of the order. All 
shareholders are urgently requested 
to be at the meeting on December 12.

Frank Mackay Loses Suit in a Dam¬ 
age Action Involving one of His 
Employees 

Judgment in the sum of $4,488 to 
the plaintiff in a damage action has 
been given by Mr. Justice T. M.

POOL COMPULSION 


About a year ago, when Saskatch¬ 
ewan farmers were promoting their 
compulsory pool idea most ardently, 
President Wood of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool expressed himself as 
strongly opposed to the “compulsory” 
principle, and in this he was sup¬ 
ported by the great body of Alberta 
Wheat- Pool men. 

Within the last few weeks howev¬ 
er, there has been a rumor in the air 
that Alberta Pool men are consider¬ 
ing more favorably the compulsory- 
idea. 

It is to be hoped that this is mere¬ 
ly unfounded rumor. It is-not typical 
of Alberta Pool. procedure to date. 
The words ‘compulsory co-operation" 
sound strangely contradictory. - 

As a co-operative, spontaneous 
movement, the Whent Pool has com 
manded the admiration of very many 
outsiders, ho have seen in it a vol¬ 
untary union of a pow-erful body of 
workers. 

If it became a compulsory union 
it would be automatically stripped of 
those elements which appeal to the 
outsider. In place of representing 
the intelligent choice of many farm¬ 
ers, it would represent an autocratic 
intolerant force. The Anglo-Saxon 
does not take kindly to the idea of 
compulsion in what he regards as 
personal matters. 

It is inconceivable that President 
Wood could have changed his mind 
on this matter, and without definite 
confirmation; one refuses to believe 
♦hat the great body of Alberta Pool 
men could favor “compulsory co-op¬ 
eration."
